Are we not all working 
men? There is a dignity about use­ 
ful labor and a nobility about nec­ 
essary work that makes foi true 
manhood and lovable w om anhood.' 
Idleness i: a sin, laziness a mis- j 
(U meaner, and chronic loafing a 1 
felony. We lose patience w ith any j 
red-blooded, robust specimen of j 
humanity who apologizes for being! 
a laboring man. 


“ Is there for honest poverty,

That hangs his head and

The coward, slave, we pass 
him by, 
We dare be poor for 
a’ that; 
For a’ that and a’ that; 
Our toil’s obscure and a’ that 
An honest man though 
e’er so poor

This man not only had given 
himself the inferiority complex, 
but he was actually pitying him ­ 
self because he could not get the 
kind of a “position” that he would 
like. It is bad enough when some 
one else gives you an inferiority 
complex, but it is infinitely worse 
when you give yourself that in­ 
ferior estimate. You can bet your 
boots that the world is not going 
to appraise you any higher than 
you value yourself. It may not put 
a m ark on your worth as high as 
you place, but one thing is sure, it 
will not take you at a price greater 
than you have placed on yourself. 
And when a man, full grown and 
strong, begins to pity himself, he 
is a gone fawn skin, as the boys j 
have it. To pity oneself is to con- j 
fess that you have not been a b le !

the realm of grit and pluck and 
the hopcfullness. You have your 
knocks and rough sledding and ad­ 
versity and discouragements. All 
men do. But you should cast the 
anchor of faith to the windward 
and fly your sails in the teeth of j 
the storm.

We never see a man wrestling |

thinks they 
should, that we do not recall an 
incident that occurred in our life 
some years ago. While spending' 


the summ er in Montana, one fine 
afternoon in August we stood on a 
projecting crag of the Rocky M oun­ 
tains in the famous Yellowstone 
Park. Below us was the valley 
clothed in verdure, and the Yellow­ 
stone river shining like silver in 
the light. Dark masses of clouds 
were rolling low in the valley, and 
a thunderstorm was raging. Above 
we saw the beautiful blue sky, and 
the contrast of sky and cloud, of 
calm and storm, was most w onder­ 
ful.

It hardly 
knew which way to go, when sud­ 
denly, as though inspired with a 
happy thought, it darted straight 
upward through the black cloud, 
and roared into the upper region 
where the sky was clear and the 
air serene. A type of the hum an 
soul! Caught in the storm of a d ­ 
versity, out of money and with no 
work, in the thick of the clouds of 
poverty, driven to and fro by the 
hunger of those who have the 
claims of blood-ties upon you, al­ 
most in despair, w ither shall you 
fly in relief. Upward on the two 
wings of Faith, straight upw ard out 
of the valley of Despondency, into 
the clear blue sky of confidence in 
yourself and faith in God and man. 
As on eagle wings, soar aloft out of j 
yourself and beyond your gloomy 
atmosphere into the serene haven 
of confidence and hope and good 
cheer. Do not let the storm of ad ­ 
versity wreck your life, sour your 
disposition and incapacitate you for 
service in any field of labor in 
which you can find employment. 
We were not long in finding out 
what was really the m atter with 
this man who was rating himself | 
very low — ho wanted some big, | 
easy job. and nothing much to d o .: 
He would work at a workless job. | 
but he was not anxious to get hold j 
of the business end of toil. We ad- \ 
mire the artisan who wants to do 
the best he can by himself, who 
has ambition to hold down some 
responsible position w here the pay 
is good. But we can not say very 
much for such an individual who 
refuses to do anything, it the task 
he most desires can not be had. We 
take our hat off to the laborer who 
works—if he can’t get the best 
place, will gladly take the second 
best; and if that can not be had, 
will work at any honorable task 
rather than be idle. All labor that 
is useful and helpful is honorable. 
The man w ho digs in the ditch; the 
worker who toils in the shop; the 
hod-carrier, the mule driver, the 
chimney sweep — these are all 
w oith-w hile tasks. Here is a very 
serious condition we find every­ 
w here—men and women, too, want 
to select the thing they do, and il 
they can not have choice, they sit 
around and refuse to do anything. 
Before we would loal and whine 
and live off of the charity of tin1 
community we would bo a rag­ 
picker, or a pick swinger, or any 
other kind of a worker w ho is de­ 


cent. The w’ay to get a better job 
is to do what you can find to do 
just a little better than any one 
else can do it. The way to never 
get a job is to not work at any­ 
thing, but just continue to loaf u n­ 
til the lates drop a silver spoon in 
your mouth, which will probably 
be never. 
rI here is a quality of happiness 
that children have, and that is 
possessed by the feeble-minded, 
the indifferent and the ignorant. 
You find the listles’s possessing this 
quality of happiness 
those wdio go 
through life in a kind of stupor, not 
knowing nor earing what it is all 
about. Here we* find the reason for 
the average happiness of the color­ 
ed race—lack ol information, re ­ 
fusing to assume responsibility, in- 
dil lerent to life and its purposes 
and problems. With such, ignor­ 
ance is bliss; but is it folly to be 
wise'.’ Their degree of happiness 
registers very low; the quality to 
their 
happiness 
is 
wanting 
in 
strength and in intensity. It is 
dull, insipid, colorless happiness 
that, in reality, is a counterfeit 
upon the genuine article of happi­ 
ness, which fills and thrills the soul 
of him who experiences the happi­ 
ness that comes from doing one’s 
duty and achieving some w orth­ 
while end. If one is content to go 
through life in a semi-conscious 
state, never waking up to the big­ 
ness and splendor of a life of 
achievement, then it may be that 
w here such ignorance is bliss, that 
it is folly to be wise. But what real 
individual, alive to the possibili­ 
ties and realities of life, would be 
satisfied with a stupid happiness 
purchased at such a price? Far bet­ 
ter to toil and struggle and sacri­ 
fice and achieve that the happi­ 
ness that comes from character 
may be ours. Saturday Night friend 
of ours, if you have the habit of re­ 
gretting that you have to work; 
that you have obstacles to over­ 
come; that life with you is one of 
self-denial—we pray you get away 
from the idea. Lift up your heart 
to the giver of every good and per­ 
fect gift and thank him for the 
glorious privilege of work. 
“Work! Thank God for the 
might of it 
The ardor, the urge, the 
delight of it— 
Work that springs from the 


heart’s desire, 
Setting the soul and the 
brain on fire. 
Oh. what is so good as the 
heat of it, 
And what is so glad as the 
heat of it, 
And what is so kind as 
the stern command, 
Challenging brain and heart 
and hand.” 
And there is another fine thing 
j about w ork— it goes on, like Ten- 
i nyson’s brook, forever. It is all 
I right to lay up something for a 
j rainy day, but the person who ac- 
I cumulates wealth so that they can 
quit work and take things easy 
makes a fatal mistake. How often 
have we observed that the one who 
retires upon his laurels, soon sum ­ 
mons the hearse; and if he lives, 
he grows sour and morose and pes­ 
simistic. Work on until the call 
from labor to refreshment comes. 
There is Mr. Edison, working away 
all the time notwithstanding his 
eightv-two winters. He finds his 
hobby in his work, his happiness 
in his work, his recreation in a 
change of work. And other folks 
crowding seventy years, full of 
labor and still going strong, with 
never a thought of quitting. They, 
too, say that happiness comes from 
work, and he is so enarmored with 
his work that he says that his m il­ 
lions do not enter into the equa­ 
tion of his happiness at all. And 
hear them say that the last mo­ 
ment is the best time of all, that a 
j life of work so grows brighter and 
1 better that every moment is bet­ 
ter than the moment before. We no-

W hen the Rev. Edw ard Hopper 


wanted to picture Christ, the Sa­ 


viour, for the seaman in his New 
York church 
for 
sailors, some 
years ago, he wrote a beautiful 
hymn of the sea which has been 
popular ever since, not only with 
sailors but with Christians in ev­ 
ery land. 


The hymn was w ritten in 1871 
w hile Hopper was serving as min­ 
ister of the Church of Sea and 
Land in New York harbor where 
thousands of sailors, coming and 
going through the great Am erican 
port, paused each year for wor­ 
ship. 
Hopper knew that he could 
best reach these men by talking 


to them in their own language, so 
he pictured Jesus as the D ivine 
Pilot, guiding 
men and

through the perils of life’s stormy 
sea.

We met at the church at 8 a.m., a 
group of some 40 youngsters rang­ 
ing in ages from 10 to 16 years and 
a half-dozen adults.

It was interesting, as we went 
along, to hear each boy give the fig­ 
ures on his project and watch the 
youngsters leaning over the barn­ 
yard fence or crowding into a ma­ 
chine shed out of the rain to dis­ 
cuss the weight, quality or other 
good points of the animal display. 
Jimmy White showed a grade dairy 
heifer, little Joe Ricketts has a 
yearling steer on full feed for the 
fall market, and the Pi ice boys are 
working with a pig and a calf. 
At the Wallace place we saw a 
fine purebred Angus heifer which 
will one day take its place ir. the 
I farm herd, except that ownership 
will rest in the hands of the 12- 
year-old son instead of with dad. 
Andy Trask’s boy had a good grade 
Hereford cow with a calf he is fit­ 
ting for the Pototsi Feeder Calf 
Sale, the proceeds to be used to buy 
another cow. And our Buddy Mur 
Clary showed his 8-month-old An­ 
gus Hereford neifer, a fine example 
of the way to grow good calves on 
good grass. She’ll be bred to our 
ECF Super Return, when the time 
comes, and the result will be prime 
beef. 
Noontime came and we gathered 
again at the church for a picnic i 
lunch, after w e’d inspected the 
OFC-Poland China pigs belonging 
to the Horner boys, back behind the 
parsonage. Then Ryland presented j 
the club with their charter from | 
the Department of Agriculture and 
we all headed home to work. 
The clouds thinned out and the 
sun shone through and the thought 
struck home that in the hands of 
these youngsters lies the future of 
America. The agriculture of our 
nation is a thing about which we do 
a great deal of boasting. Yet our 
ideal is still expressed in terms of 
ever-growing quantity which in all 
too many cases has been at a tre­ 
mendous cost to the well-being of 
our land.
